Body pulled 
from river 

O Body found in North Saskatchewan ‘on the ice for some time’: 
Police O EPS hopes to ID man and notify family as soon as possible 


Police are investigating after a 
body was pulled from the river 
near downtown yesterday. 

A pedestrian on the Cameron 
Avenue bridge called in after see¬ 
ing something floating on an ice 
floe about 12:15 p.m., said the 
Edmonton Police Service. 

“We were uncertain whether 
it was a body,” said acting Insp. 
Blair Edl, adding Fire Rescue 
teams used rapid deployment 
craft for the “difficult rescue mis¬ 
sion” that followed. 

Police tape cordoned off parts 
of the river walkway yesterday 
afternoon, as Hazmat sprayed 
down the area and decontami¬ 
nated rescue personnel exposed 
to the decomposed man. 

The medical examiner was 
also on scene. 


“The person has been on the 
ice for an extended period of 
time,” Edl said. 

He added that determining 
identity and cause of death, and 
notifying family are priorities 
now. 

“We have a number of miss¬ 
ing persons files on the go,” said 
Edl. “The investigation is just 
beginning.” 

Police will also contact the 
pedestrian to see how that per¬ 
son is after the gruesome dis¬ 
covery, he said. 

Edl did not say whether foul 
play is suspected in the man’s 
death. 

“We are treating it like any 
regular sudden death at this 
point,” he said.

Puchyr met Grove-Hicks 
about seven years ago, and 
both attended Bev Facey 
Community High School 
together in Sherwood Park. 

Grove-Hicks was work¬ 
ing as a plumber in Fort 
McMurray as a second-year 


apprentice, said Puchyr. 

“He was just on his 
week or so break, so he 
was just back home vrith 
friends and family,” he 
said. 

“He went out having a 
great night sitting beside 
his best friend," 

Puchyr paid a visit to the 
driver of the vehicle yester¬ 
day. 

“He's doing alright ... 
just really distraught," he 
said.

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Transgendered 
teacher rejects 
settlement 

O Jan Buterman fired in 2008 by Catholic school O Will 
proceed with complaint to Human Rights Commission 


A transgendered teacher 
fired by a Catholic school 
district is rejecting a settle¬ 
ment offer because it 
would require him to keep 
quiet and drop a human 
rights complaint. 

Jan Buterman says he 
will proceed with his com¬ 
plaint against Greater St. 
Albert Catholic Schools, 
which wrote him a letter 
in 2008 praising his abili¬ 
ties but dismissing him for 
not being aligned with the 
values of the Catholic 
church. 

Buterman, who was a 
substitute teacher in St. Al¬ 
bert says the publicly fund¬ 
ed school district can’t buy 
his silence with an offer of 
$78,000 cash or a one-year 
teaching job. 

“1 don’t want to be muz¬ 
zled,” says Buterman, who 
has worked as a teacher 
elsewhere since he was 
fired. “They don’t want me 
to talk about the fact that 
they, as an employer, 
claiming authority from 
the Catholic church, have

discriminated against me 
because of my medical sta¬ 
tus as a transsexual per¬ 
son.” 

Buterman says he ex¬ 
pects the Catholic school 
board will ask the Alberta 
Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion to dismiss his com¬ 
plaint. The commission 
has the right by law not to 
send a case to a hearing if a 
“fair and reasonable settle¬ 
ment” is offered. 

David Keohane, superin¬ 
tendent of the Catholic 
school district, says the 
board has been working 


with the human rights 
commission to try to en¬ 
sure the offer is seen as fair 
and reasonable. 

“It is about how the 
commission is being satis¬ 
fied with how we are deal¬ 
ing with the issue and the 
appearance of being rea¬ 
sonable,” he says. 

“Eveiything is complete¬ 
ly reasonable ... given the 
absolute nature of how the 
issue represented itself, 
and we believe that we 
have been abundantly 
fair.” 

The Alberta Teachers’ 
Association also appears to 
think so. The union has de¬ 
cided it will no longer pay 
for Buterman's lawyers, 
who have called the cash 
offer “substantial” and ad¬ 
vised him that it’s more 
than most employers 
would offer a short-term 
employee. They have also 
suggested that rejecting 
the settlement because of 
its confidentiality clause 
could make Buterman look

Don Periy was one of 
many Medicine Hat resi¬ 
dents coaxed from home 
by the warm weather yes¬ 
terday afternoon. 

With a high of 15 C, 
Perry said he was not the 
only one out on the path¬ 
ways running parallel to a 
number of creeks, which 
are currently under flood 
watch by the City of Medi¬ 
cine Hat. 

While all three creeks 
running through Medi¬ 


cine Hat — Bullshead, 
Ross Creek and Seven Per¬ 
sons Creek — are current¬ 
ly being monitored, it is 
the latter that city officials 
are most concerned about, 
according to Brandy 
Calvert, spokesperson for 
the city. 

“We are anticipating 
some flooding but, at this 
point, we are waiting for 
melt waters to reach Medi¬ 
cine Hat,” said Calvert, 
whose concern is today’s 


expected high tempera¬ 
tures will lead to even 
higher water levels on 
creeks. 

With city officials check¬ 
ing water levels eveiy few 
hours and an emergency 
operations centre ready to 
organize shelter should 
evacuations become neces¬ 
sary, Calvert’s message to 
residents is not to underes¬ 
timate the dangers associ¬ 
ated with the fast-flowing 
waters. 


“We have areas that 
have been closed, but it 
seems people still want to 
go down to take a look. But 
it is really dangerous,” 
stressed Calvert, who cited 
eroded embankments and 
sloughing coulees as po¬ 
tential hazards. 

Despite such warnings. 
Perry said residents seem 
unfazed, particularly since 
last year’s floods seemed 
much worse.

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Haiper warns of 
retum to liberal 
economic woes 


O PM says Liberal minority of the 1970s did long-term damage to 
economy O Rival leaders say Tory cuts could hurt social programs 



Pierre Trudeau has made a 
sudden reappearance in a 
Canadian federal election 
— a decade after his death. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper is warning that if 
his rivals get elected, the 
country will retum to the 
days of economic darkness 
when it was led by his late 
Liberal predecessor. 

The early 1970s — a time 
when a minority Liberal 
government relied on sup¬ 
port firom the NDP — in¬ 
flicted long-term damage 
on the Canadian economy, 
Harper said yesterday. It led 
to two decades of mnaway 
spending, higher taxes, 
double-digit unemploy¬ 
ment and interest rates, he 
added. 

“All they did was spend 
money,” the prime minister 
said from a farm in Acton 
Vale, Que. 

“We were a generation 
fixing those problems. 
When I look at the Liberal 
platform today... I’m sa 5 dng 
that’s the alternative. That 


is the route the country will 
go down unless it stays on 
the path we’re on, with a 
strong, stable majority Con¬ 
servative government.” 

Harper may have been 
pleased to talk about his op¬ 
ponents’ platforms, but he 
was a little more vague 
when asked a key question 
about his own plan: Where 
would he find the $4 billion 
in annual budget cuts he’s 
promising? 

Harper says it should be 
easy to find those so-called 
inefficiencies to help slay 
the deficit — but is offering 
few clues about where he’ll 
cut. 

His opponents, however, 
warn that cuts announced 
in the Toiy platform could 
mean serious damage to so¬ 
cial programs like health 
care. 

The NDP is promising to 
balance the books within 
four years in its platform, 
which was released yester¬ 
day. The party is making the 
cornerstone pledge while at 
the same time committing 
itself to billions of dollars in 
new social spending.

That’s because the gov¬ 
ernment has also ap¬ 
proved a 50 per cent 
increase in the maximum 
separation pay political 
aides can receive — up to

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Gadhafi OK’s ceasefire 
plan from African Union

O Agreement to allow humanitarian 
aid O No plan to withdraw troops 


A delegation of African 
leaders said yesterday that 
their Libyan counterpart, 
Moammar Gadhafi, accept¬ 
ed their “road map” for a 
ceasefire with rebels, 
whom they will meet today. 

They met hours after NA¬ 
TO airstrikes battered Gad- 
hafi’s tanks, helping Libyan 
rebels push back govern¬ 
ment troops who had been 
advancing quickly toward 
the opposition’s eastern 
stronghold. 

The Afiican Union’s road 
map calls for an immediate 
ceasefire, co-operation in 
opening channels for hu¬ 
manitarian aid and starting 
a dialogue between the 
rebels and the government. 
AU officials, however, made 
no mention of any require¬ 


ment for Gadhafi to pull his 
troops out of cities as rebels 
have demanded. 

“We have completed our 
mission with the brother 
leader, and the brother 
leader’s delegation has ac¬ 
cepted the road map as pre¬ 
sented by us,” said South 
African President Jacob Zu- 
ma. 

He travelled to Tripoli 
with the heads of Mali and 
Mauritania to meet with 
Gadhafi, whose more than 
40-year rule has been 
threatened by the uprising 
that began nearly two 
months ago. 

Gadhafi has ignored the 
ceasefire he announced af¬ 
ter international airstrikes 
were authorized last

As the loonie climbs steadi¬ 
ly above parity with the US. 
greenback, many Canadian 
companies are feeling the 
pinch. 

The Retail Council of 
Canada reports that more 
Canadians are spending 
their money south of the 
border where prices are 
lower. Canadian prices are 
higher because stores have 
to pay high import taxes, 
the council says, and cross- 
border shopping ends tip 
taking money out of local 
economies.

DOWNTOWN 
CORE COMING 
TOGETHER 

The issue of the downtown arena kept some 
really good news for the City of Edmonton 
from getting the attention it deserved. 

he announcement of a new home for the Roy¬ 
al Alberta Museum (RAM) was really good 
news, indeed, and is likely to have as much, if 
not more, impact on downtown Edmonton as 
a new arena. 

The location chosen for the new museum is impor¬ 
tant to the future of the downtown. Its location on 
97th Street and 103A Avenue will put several major at¬ 
tractions within easy reach of one another: The RAM, 
the Art Galleiy of Alberta, the Winspear, the Citadel 
and perhaps a new downtown arena. 

Numerous studies on the life of cities indicate that 
clustering of venues is 
key to a vibrant 
downtown. Think about 
going to the TELUS 
World of Science and ask 
yourself if you or any vis¬ 
itor would be more likely 
to go there if it were lo¬ 
cated where it was origi¬ 
nally supposed to go: In 
the river valley close to 
the Muttart Conservato¬ 
ry rather than in the 
middle of nowhere in relation to the city centre. 

The fact the new museum will be in the east end of 
the city bodes well for its ability to engage with a seg¬ 
ment of the population that is under-represented. 

That it will be tied into the LRT system will also make 
it far more accessible to students and everyone else. It 
may also be a tiny step toward creating a less car-cen¬ 
tric city. 

The announcement of a location for a new museum 
has been years in the making. The current location is 
only big enough to display a portion of the museum’s 
collection. So when the new one opens up, you are go¬ 
ing to see things that have never been seen before ex¬ 
cept by curatorial staff. 

The current museum’s outdated heating and venti¬ 
lating system has kept it from being able to draw ma¬ 
jor exhibits that demand a state-of-the-art 
climate-control system. A new museum will be able to 
bring in exhibits from Canada and all over the world. 

Things are starting to come together in this city: A 
new museum; the development of the City Centre Air¬ 
port lands and the Quarters; more access by LRT; and a 
downtown arena. I may just live long enough to see 
Edmonton become the happening place it should be.

MOSCOW. The Kremlin 
has rejected a proposal 
by a senior official of 
Russia’s main domestic 
security agency who said 
authorities should ban 
Slype, Gmail and 
Hotmail because they 
are a major threat to na¬ 
tional security.

“He expressed 
concern that this ‘idle chatter’ could 
have disrupted his surgeon’s concen¬ 
tration and resulted in an operative 
mistake.” 

There were no errors during the 
surgery, but the college said the inci¬ 
dent serves as a good reminder for 
surgeons to be discreet while in the 
operating room or in any open area 
when chatting about non-medical 
subjects or about topics not relevant 
to the task at hand.

The talking twins 

O Recently, the world watched the viral video of twin baby boys having a conversation filled 
with ‘da-das’ instead of words O What was happening? O We asked Stephen Camarata, PhD 
and professor of hearing and speech sciences at Vanderbilt School of Medicine in Nashville

In the YouTube video, it looks 
like the babies are having an 
actual conversation. But what 
are we witnessing? 

Essentially, you are watch¬ 
ing two toddlers using 
many conversational fea¬ 
tures, including intona¬ 
tion, turn taking, facial 
expression and gesture 
along with babbling. The 
babbling includes syllables 
and speech sounds that ap¬ 
pear in regular words. 

But they’re not actual words? 

At this age, few children 
have full knowledge of 
word meaning and gram¬ 
matical markers, so this is 
not quite the same as an 
adult conversation. 


A parallel might be for 
me and another person, 
neither of whom speaks 
Japanese, to have a pre¬ 
tend conversation in that 
language. We could mimic 
key features including 
bowing, Japanese intona¬ 
tion and could generally 
make the words sound like 
we were speaking Japan¬ 
ese. But there would be no 
specific meaning. That’s 
the case with these twins. 

Do the ‘*da-das” stand for 
something? 

Yes, as in the Japanese ex¬ 
ample, the da-das are 
fillers in the phrases they 
are saying. They are not 
random sounds, but word¬ 
like in their structure. 

Does the fact that they’re 
twins make a difference? 

Yes, a twin — a “clone” in 


terms of DNA — is a great 
conversational match. 
They have the same genes, 
a lot of shared experi¬ 
ences, similar physical and 
mental maturity as well as 
a propensity for being in¬ 
terested in similar things. 
They are a good match for 
each other as a peer. 

The video speaks for it¬ 
self in terms of the pure 
enjo 3 mient they are having 
while speaking to each 
other. 

The hand gestures — did they 
learn those by watching 
adults? 

This is hard to know with 
certainty. I would h 5 q)othe- 
size that these were in¬ 
deed learned from 
watching adults. You can 
see in the video that they 
imitate each other, which 
leads one to believe they 


also imitate adults. 

What should parents look for 
when their child starts to talk, 
so they know the kid is ”on 
track?” 

The video shows several 
key things to look for. The 
babble is speech-like, as if 
they are practicing words. 
They smile at each other 
and respond to vocaliza¬ 
tions. 

They point and look at 
what is being pointed to 
and they use gestures. 
They are socially engaged 
and show a general inter¬ 
est in each other and in 
mom — who evidently is 
filming. 

You can look at this 
video and say this is not at 
all like what we often see 
in toddlers with autism. 
Even with no specific 
words, it is clear that the 


twins are quite social in 
ways that children with 
autism are not. 

Your next study should be 
about curing our addiction to 
YouTube baby videos. Are 
you available to help a world 
in need? I can’t stop. 
Actually, I would not be 
opposed to watching this 
kind of video often. All 
who watch are captivated 
by the happy, carefree tod¬ 
dlers having a grand of 
time. 

Worries about getting 
into the right preschool so 
I can get into the right pri¬ 
mary and secondary so I 
can go to Cambridge or 
Oxford — that does not ap¬ 
pear to be on the forefront 
of their minds! 

Who could watch this 
without it bringing a smile 
to their face?

Every year, millions of 
tonnes of supermarket 
packaging goes straight to 
the landfill, putting a bur¬ 
den on our environment 
and adding to our carbon 
footprint. 

But reading these mas¬ 
sive numbers in wasteful 
packaging can be hard to 
digest. 

Oliver Bourne, a 
23-year-old London-based 
graphic designer, created 
a novel way to physically 
show, and feel, 
the amount of plastic 
wrappers and paper 
coverings wasted from a 
single trip to the super¬ 
market. 

It’s a receipt as heavy 
as all that packaging 
waste put together. 

Bourne reconfigured 
the shopping receipt to 
show the weight of each 
piece of packaging in¬ 
stead of its price. 

He formed it into a lead 
block weighing 2,840 
grams (about six pounds), 
the total weight of the 
packaging. 

Metro spoke to Bourne 
about his fresh take on 
raising eco-awareness in 
our everyday spending. 

When and how did you cre¬ 
ate this shopping receipt 
made from lead? 

1 made it when 1 was 
studying graphic design. 

1 crafted the item from 
a piece of scrap lead and 


cut it so it would weigh 
approximately three kilo¬ 
grams. 

In the workshop 1 
made a cast of a receipt 
out of metal. 

The lead was then 
melted into the cast. 

To obtain the exact 
weight 1 had to trim mate¬ 
rial. 

The text was screen 
printed on to the metal 
receipt. 

What was your main inspi¬ 
ration behind it? 

What first inspired me 
was one day 1 realized my 
green bin for recycling 
waste filled up very quick¬ 
ly and it was mostly from 


packaging from food 
products. Also, as a for¬ 
mer employee at a super¬ 
market, 1 knew how 
packaging was simply 
thrown away. 

So, when it came to 
creating this lead receipt, 
1 just wanted to highlight 
this problem by designing 
something that would be 
thought-provoking. 

What has been the reaction 
amongst people you know 
to this ‘lead receipt’? 

Friends and colleagues of 
mine were fascinated but 
at the same time very sur¬ 
prised, even shocked, at 
how heavy a week’s waste 
of packaging can be.

In nearly every campus 
bookstore, a few shelves 
are now devoted to the 
perceived epidemic of pla¬ 
giarism. 

There seems to be a 
common belief among fac¬ 
ulty and students alike 
that the problem 
has reached epic 
proportions — and 
must be stopped at 
all costs. 

But University of 
Regina librarian 
Cara Bradley wants 
to bring some disci¬ 
pline and common 
sense to the discus¬ 
sion. In her latest book, 
Plagiarism Education and 
Prevention, Bradley con¬ 
tends that the problem is 
relatively at the same level 
it was in the ’60s, and that 
the issue is often oversim¬ 
plified. “My experience 
was that, at the beginning 


of the semester you got a 
syllabus and — among the 
many other things on 
there — it would say, 
‘Don’t Plagiarize!”’ she 
says. 

“But there really wasn’t 
much discussion of what 
they meant by that 
or an acknowledg¬ 
ment that academic 
integrity poses dif¬ 
ferent problems in 
different fields of 
study.” 

Over 16 chapters, 
the book takes a sub¬ 
ject-specific ap¬ 
proach to cribbing, 
looking at eye-grabbing 
events in different fields. 
Joe Biden’s 1987 plagia¬ 
rized speech is covered in 
detail, as well as Microsoft 
vs. Twitter and the contro¬ 
versy over the 1982 song 
Down Under by Australian 
band Men at Work, ©metro

In 2005, I was finishing up 
the fourth and final year of 
my economics degree at 
Queen’s University.

■ lie, leaders of different religious and spiritual 
communities in Edmonton and area, come together 
to express our shared commitment to eliminate homelessness in 
our community. We support the challenging goals of A Place to 
Call Home: Edmonton's 10 Year Plan to End Homelessness. 


Over the years, religious and spiritual communities have done much to meet the needs 
of men, women and children living in poverty in our community, and have often been 
leaders in helping to create affordable housing opportunities for those in need. This 
historical engagement provides a solid foundation for us to do even more both now and 
in the future. 

The successful launch of Edmonton’s io Year Plan to End Homelessness provides an 
historic opportunity for us to move beyond previous short-term strategies of managing 
homelessness, and to commit to a long term goal of actually eliminating homelessness 
in our community. Leaders from government, business, community, faith, and social 
service sectors have come together in common cause to develop and launch Edmonton's 
70 Year Plan to End Homelessness. This shared commitment has been a major factor in 
the successes achieved so far in the first year of the Plan’s implementation. 

CALL TO ACTION 

We call for our religious and spiritual communities to work together more closely and 
make a major contribution to the success of this Plan. Our religious and spiritual 
communities share important values: respect for human dignity, solidarity with those 
who are poor and vulnerable, and an affirmation of the importance of inclusive and 
welcoming communities where individuals and families can thrive. 

We recognize that safe, stable, and affordable housing is a key part of this human 
thriving. Everyone needs a place that can truly be called home. Religious and spiritual 
communities and individual community members are present in every part of the city, and 
we commit to continue and expand our presence in neighbourhood and city wide 
homelessness and affordable housing initiatives. 

We commit our own religious and spiritual communities to continue to support 
present initiatives, to find new and creative ways to take action in support of 
Edmonton’s 70 Year Plan to End Homelessness and address the issues of homelessness 
and affordable housing in our communities. We have prepared a Congregational 
Housing Action Guide to support and encourage our congregations in addressing 
these issues in an effective manner. 

We invite everyone from all sectors of society in Edmonton to become part of this 
important initiative to eliminate homelessness by committing to learn more about the 
causes of homelessness in our city, and to participate in specific actions in support of 
our homeless brothers and sisters in a spirit of solidarity and mutual respect. 

We call upon leaders of all orders of government to continue their public leadership 
for Edmonton’s io Year Plan to End Homelessness, and to provide the necessary 
program funding in the years ahead so that the ambitious goal of eliminating 
homelessness can be truly realized.
